Speech Group Holds 
Last Meeting ; IRC

a THE 1956 ANNUAL Alumni Fund drive has netted over 
$10,000 for the improvement of University facilities, Judge 
James R. Kirkland, president of the General Alumni Associa- 
tion, reported to fund workers April 19. 

Judge Kirkland spoke at a rally meeting held in Lisner 
auditorium. The meeting 
opened the personal solicita- 
tion period of the campaign 
sponsored by the association. 
The fund drive began February 
22 with the mailing of literature 
to the -80,000 University alumni 
throughout the world. The 750 
workers in the personal contact 
phase of the campaign are ex- 
pected to reach 7,500 graduates in 
the metropolitan Washington area, 
according to Warren Gould, direc- 
tor of alumni relations. The drive 
will end June 1. 

The Annual Alumni Fund was 
established in 1954, when the Gen- 
eral Alumni'association abolished 
the practice of collecting annual 
alumni dues. Th* drive is open to 
contributions from undergraduate 
students, Mr. Gould says, although 
they will not be solicited.

ARTICLE DC — Representatives 
who graduate or transfer from 
the school or division that they 
represent and any Student 
Council member who graduates 
from the University during th* 
current term of office shall receive 
no recognition for having served 
on the Student Council tor the 
current term to which they were 
elected. 

(Self explanatory.) 

TITLE n, ARTICLE I— Add 
"they shall be President of the 
'Student Council, President of the 
Inter-Fraternity Council, Presi- 
dent of Panhellenic, President of 
Omicron Delta Kappa, President 
of Mortar Board and a member 
of the HATCHET Board of Edi- 
tor*.’’ 

(This provision puts Into writ- 
ing procedure already In practice.)
